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STATEMENT  BY  THE  SELECTMEN 

We,  the  selectmen  of  the  town  of  Farmington, 
herewith  submit  for  your  consideration  the  annual  re 
port  for  1954. 

TAXATION 

The  basic  problems  of  achieving  equitable  assess- 
ments is  one  which,  in  the  past  3'ear,  has  presented  a 
myriad  of  problems  to  your  board.  In  the  first  instance 
we  have  found  that  a  long  and  active  period  ol  years 
since  a  thorough  and  Avell  documented  defensable  assess- 
ment has  been  made  has  resulted  in  an  accumulation  of 
inequities  which  we  have  been  unable  to  completely  re- 
concile with  a  just  and  fair  assessment  on  mau}^  of  the 
property  owners.  Your  board  in  the  past  year  has  made 
every  honest  attem])t  to  create  equal  assessments  through 
discussion  both  amongst  each  other  and  with  taxpayers. 
Although  we  are  not  prepared  to  state  that  we  have  been 
completely  successful  in  ou.r  objective  we  do  feel  that  the 
end  result  of  our  etforts,  using  the  methods  of  assessment 
which  were  either  at  hand  or  practical,  has  contributed 
in  some  small  measure  towards  the  goal  of  equalization. 
Although  there  exists  an  honest  difference  of  opinion 
amongst  the  board  as  to  the  method  or  methods  to  be 
utilized  we  all  concur  in  the  belief  that  a  thorough  re- 
assessment of  the  town  be  made  which  would  take  into 
account  all  taxable  values  involved.  Although  the  tax 
rate  itself  is  set  by  the  appropriations  made  at  your 
town,  school  and  precinct  meetings,  the  board  feels  that 
it  has  a  definite  responsibility  to  so  assess  the  town  as  to 
prevent  the  imposition  of  a  tax  on  any  property  owner 
which  would  be  in  excess  of  his  just  share. 

The  higher  tax  rate  itself  is  primarily  a  result  of 
necessai'y  increased  expenditures  in  the  school  depart- 
ment Avithout  a  corresponding  increase  in  state  aid,  to- 
gether with  large  losses  in  stock  in  trade  tax  income  due 
to  a  loss  in  the  percentage  of  taxable  industry  in  town. 
The  net  result  being  that  a  larger  proportion  of  town, 
school  and  precinct  expenditures  must  be  borne  by  in- 
dividual taxpayers  thereby  shifting    an    additional    bur- 
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den  on  to  the  individual  property  owner.  The  answer  to 
this  is,  of  course,  to  cooperate  in  everj^  fair  manner  Avith 
attempts  to  mal^e  our  town  attractive  to  those  industries 
which  we  now  have  as  well  as  to  those  outside  industries 
which  might,  under  proper  conditions,  inauguarate  new 
business  in  Farmington. 

HIGHWAY    DEPARTMENT 

A  sequence  of  events  imposed  upon  the  town  by 
the  elements  of  nature  Avhich  included  one  serious  flood 
and  two  havoc  raising  hurricanes  resulted  in  a  complete 
revamping  of  higliwav  maintenance  plans  for  the  vear, 
1954. 

Tlie  board  felt  that  rather  than  increase  the  bur- 
den on  the  already  overtaxed  property  oAvners,  in  so  far 
as  possible,  money  which  was  appropriated  for  regular 
roixd  maintenance  be  used  to  alleviate  the  emergency 
conditions  which  arose  during  the  year.  As  a  result 
much  that  should  have  been  done  and  would  have  been 
<lone  in  the  Avay  of  regular  road  nmintenance  has  been 
]>ostponed  until  1955.  We  feel  that  we  are  aware  of  the 
trouble  spots  which  have  existed  and  have  lain  dormant 
as  a  result  of  the  unusual  conditions  and  intend  to  make 
a  concerted  effort  to  remedy  these  conditions  as  soon  as 
]»ossible.  We  invite  suggestions  relative  to  efficient  and 
economical  operation  of  this  department  as  well  as  all 
others. 

The  board  is  yn-esently  negotiating  with  the  U.  S. 
Army  Kngineers  regarding  a  |1 28,000.00  Cocheco  River 
Flood  program.  The  ])lans  and  specifications,  although 
too  lengthy  to  be  included  here,  may  he  studied  at  the 
selectmen's  office. 

It  will  be  suggested  to  the  incoming  board  that  in 
recognition  of  the  necessity  of  a  thoroughly  planned  road 
IH'ogram  that  more  extensive  wiitten  records  of  plans 
an(i  procedures  in  the  highway  deiiartment  be  kept  in 
order  that  future  boards  mighl,  as  they  desire,  act  to  in- 
sure continuity  of  the  program.  This  should  serve  the 
double  puri)ose  of  eliminating  waste  and  inefficiency 
while  at  the  same  time  guaranteeing  dollar  value  service 
for  the  town  based  upon  a  plan  designed  to  satisfactorily 
serve  all  ai'eas  within  the  limits  of  the  allowed  appropria- 
ticuis.

POLICE   DEPARTMENT 

The  board,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Chief  of 
Police  and  interested  citizens,  has  rearranged  tlie  work- 
ing schedule  of  the  department  in  a  manner  which  allows 
coverage  throughont  the  night  where  formerly  a  i>ortion 
of  the  night  was  without  this  coverage.  While,  of 
course,  this  does  not  give  evei"y  nook  and  cranny  of  the 
community  full  police  protection,  it  does  serve  to  place  a 
man  in  the  position  of  being  immediately  available  in  the 
event  that  any  need  or  emergency  should  arise. 

CONCLUSION 

Mention  of  other  departments  and  other  pertinent 
data  is  excluded  for  the  sake  of  brevit}^  and  are  for  the 
most  part  explained  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

It  is  the  feeling  of  this  board  that  the  most  urgent 
need  in  the  office  of  selectmen  is  an  improvement  in  both 
long  and  short  range  planning  in  all  of  the  tkiwn's  busi- 
ness in  order  to  effect  maximum  service  to  the  townspeo- 
ple based  upon  the  lowest  jpractical  appropriations. 

It  is  further  urged  that  a  more  complete  and  ade- 
quate system  of  activity,  files  and  records  be  instituted 
in  order  that  future  boards  might  be  able  to  resort  to  an 
information  basis  for  whatever  decisions  they  might  be 
required  to  make. 

The  board  is  very  pleased  with  the  fairness  and  un- 
derstanding with  which  the    townspeople    have    treated 
them  in  the  past  trying  year  and  sincerely  hoi>e  that  our 
deliberations  have  resulted  in  benefits  to  our  town.

FOREST  FIRE  PREVENTIOX  IS  E^^ERYBODY'S 
BUSINESS 

Carelessness  is  resi>onsible  for  97  per  cent  of  all 
our  forest  fires.  This  is  a  serious  indictment  of  our  in- 
terest in  our  own  welfare  and  that  of  our  neighbors.  In 
too  many  instances  this  carelessness  results  in  the  de- 
struction, not  of  the  careless  one's  own  ])roperty,  but  of 
someone  not  even  known  to  him. 

Thoughtlessly  thrown  lighted  cigar-s,  cigarettes 
and  matches  from  moving  vehicles,  by  hikers,  hunters  and 
fishermen  ;  the  careless  burning  of  debris  during  hazard- 
cms  ])eriods,  high  winds  or  in  dangerous  locations;  im- 
l»roperly  extinguished  camp  f)r  cook  tires — all  a<ld  up  to 
the  carelessness  that  means  serious  loss  of  jiroperty,  dis- 
ruption of  industry  and  farm-work  and  unnecessary  ex- 
penditures of  town  and  state  funds. 

It  points  to  the  need  of  eliminating  carelessness 
as  far  as  it  concerns  tire  from  our  daih'  life.  The  rules 
are  simple — your  cooperation  is  earnestly  solicitea. 

1.  Be  careful  with  tire  in  or  near  woodlands. 

2.  Be  sure  that  all  lighted  material,  cigars,  cig- 
arettes and  matches — is  completely  out  before  discard- 
it.     Use  ash  trays  in  autos. 

8.  Secure  the  Tequired  written  i>ermission  to 
burn  from  your  local  forest  lire  warden  when  the  ground 
is  not  completely  covered  with  snow. 

4.  Insist  that  others  be  careful  and  comply  with 
b  u  rn  ing   requ  i  rem  en  ts . 

5.  Call  the  warden  promptly  when  fire  is  detected 
and  aid  him  to  extinguish  it.

HEALTH  OFFICER'S  REPORT 

Foreword :  The  town's  fiscal  year  of  accounting, 
whicli  closed  December  31,  1954  ,makes  the  eighth  con  sec 
ntive  year  of  systematic  recording  and  reporting  of 
health  work  in  this  community.  These  records  s])eak  for 
themselves,  but  only  in  small  part  can  they  be  submitted 
here.  Observation  on  the  i)art  of  the  taxpayers  should 
indicate  if  progress  has  1)een  made.  Such  improvements 
as  l>etter  sanitation,  standardization  of  dairv  products, 
foods  and  food-handling,  control  of  communicable  di- 
seases and  public  cooperation,  perhaps  are  the  most  ob- 
vious, but  there  are  various  others.  While  most  of  these 
subjects  must  be  administered  according  to  state  require- 
ments, public  cooperation  is  wlioUy  a  local  relalion,  to 
be  maintained  and  fostered  by  thehealth  officer. 
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It  is  fortniiate  that  the  hejilth  work  of  the  smaller 
comimmities  receives  tinancial  ])eiietit  from  one  of  the 
smallest  appropriations  in  the  annual  budgets;  the  rest 
must  be  assumed  gratuitously  by  public  spirit  and  good 
citizenship.  Whenever,  or  wherever,  the  subject  of  sup- 
port of  public  health  comes  up,  no  one  should  be  ashamed 
to  stand  up  and  be  counted. 

It  is  timely  to  infonn  the  community  that  our  peo- 
ple are  drinking  and  using  for  domestic  purposes,  some 
of  the  best  water  supi)lied  by  an}-  public  source  in  the 
state  and  that  the  milk  and  dairy  products  distributed 
here  are  guarded  by  exacting  state  requirements.

Each  year,  usual]}'  in  A]u-il,  as  soon  as  slate  and 
municii)al  refiuirements  are  made  to  concur,  there  is  pub- 
lished in  the  local  press,  under  the  caption  of  :  "( reneral 
Order",  a  list  of  Avhat  are  regarded  as :  "Violations  of 
Standard  Health  Requirements".  Your  health  officer 
assumes  res])onsibility  for  their  enforcement,  together 
with  such  others  as  the  state  manual  and  his  su])erioi-s 
prescribe. 

To  tlie  selectmen,  police,  fire  and  highway  de])art- 
ments,  Farmington  physicians,  superintendent,  and  mem- 
bers of  the  school  board,  school  nurse,  teachers ;  the  sev- 
eral local  health  agencies,  Higgins'  Tnicking  which,  in 
lieu  of  municipal  waste-collections,  has  equipped  and  is 
principally  potential  in  keeiung  our  community  cleaner; 
a  generous  press  and  the  general  public,  un'  tlianks  for 
good  cooperation.

It  is  noted  that  at  the  beginniuii 
of  this  i)erio(l  the  town  had  a  net  debt  of  -"^l.l.ftOSi.ST.  and 
at  the  end  a  sur]»lus  of  10.2:52. S4. 

The  assessed  valuation  of  taxable  pro]>erty  in- 
creased by  .f2,011..">(;7.l)0,  or  999^,  while  the  amount  of  an- 
nual tax  levy  increased  from  f 78,521. 00  to  1199,409.00.  or 
I5-t*/i^.  Uncollected  taxes  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year 
increased  fr(»m  fll,T2().24  to  -f f;S,Oil 9.28,  or  480^/f . 

The  average  local  tax  rate  increased  from  -10.69 
to  $4.S4  ])er  hundred,  compared  to  an  increase  in  the 
average  tax  r-ate  for  the  state  during  this  ](eriod  of  $'A.Ol\ 
to  14.48. 


Final  T'ayment  of  Head  Taxes  to  State: 
When  the  final  payment  is  nuade  to  the  state  on 
the  l.llh  day  of  June  in  the  jeav  following  the  year  of 
assessment  for  all  uiicollected  head  taxes  for  which  the 
town  is  liable,  the  lO^*^  collection  fee  should  lie  deducted 
from  the  totiil  auiount  of  such  taxes  the  same   as    is    the 
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■case  with  head  taxes  actual!}^  collected.  This  is  in  ac- 
cordance witl)  Hection  10,  ('hapter  40,  of  tlie  Laws  of 
105:!. 


Bond  oi'  b^ecnvity  Dejiosit  for  Yield  Taxes: 
A  bond  or  secni-ity  deposit  shonld  be  obtained 
from  the  operator  at  the  time  when  the  intent  to  cut  is 
tiled  in  all  instances  where  there  appears  to  be  any  (jnes- 
tion  of  the  collection  of  yield  taxes,  ])articnlarly  in  the 
case  of  non-resident  oi)erators. 


Rei)()rl  of  I'revions  Andit: 
It  was  note<l  that  most    of    the    recommeudalions 
made  in  the  rei)orl    of    the   last   andit   by   tiiis    Division, 
which  ^^as  made  in   lOlS.  have  lieen  adov)ted.
